Ribbed : 

+ Steam trials of the Japanese crolser Yoshino, 
which bas been constructed by the firm of Sir 
W. G, Armstreng, Mitchell, and Co. (Limited), 
from dealgns by their naval architect, Mr. Philip 
Watts, have been held under the superintendence 
of a commission of Japanese cfiiclale, includlo; 
Captain Kaware, Mr. Yamaki, Mr. Matsuo, an 
Lieutenant Kato, This vessel. is generally 
simllar {a dealgn to the 9 ds-Fullo, which was 
bullt by the same, firm for’ the Argentine | 
Republic. The Yoshino bas, however, attained 
& gteater speed, and is at the present time the 
fastest cruiser afloat. She {s°350 ft. long and 
46%it, broad, and has 
of about 4,000 tons. Her srmiment consists 
of four 6-Inch quick-firlng guns, cight 
ioe quick-firlng guns, 22 3-pounder quick- 

ring guns, and five torpedo tubes,. Lord 
Ravensworth, in his addres: the London 
meeting of the institatlon of Naval Architects, 
drew attention to this vessel, and stated that the 
firm contemplated altsining a speed of 23 knots, 
This was fally reallsed in the trials, when the 
speed attaloed an the mean of four suns on the 
meastred mile, with and agairat the tide, in 
accordance with the practice of the British Navy, 
was 23.031 knots, The actual ‘speeds recorde:
